Mr. Win. U. Moire, from' the Commit-

tee, submitted the following:

AN ACT TO AMEND THE REVENUE LAWS OF

THE STATE.

Section L It ' Enactnl, by the General
A'ltembly of thr &sie of Tennessee, That
the taxes on sales and purchases of mer
chandise heretofore levied in this State, lie,
and the same are hereby abolished; aud
sections ts and o3o of the code are amen-
ded by omitting therefrom the word
"merchandise."

Sec. 2. Toat hen-afte- r each stock of
goods kept for sale by any merchant shall
be taxed upon its value, in like manner as
other personal property, such taxes to lie
assessed as hereinafter provided, and col-
lected by the tax collector in like manner
as other property taxes :pron ded that this
act shall not affect the collection of privi-
lege taxes upon the avocations declared
by section BM of the Code, or subsequent
laws, to be privileges, except the business
of selling merchandise npon commission.

Sec. 3. That section 541 of the Code be
an 1 the same is herehv amended, so as to
include in the taxable property of the
si ite, 11th, ail stocks of merchandise kept
for sale by merchants.

i Sec. 4. That section 570 of the Code be
and thQ same is hereby amended, so as to
make It the duty ofnhe Assessor to enter
in the assessment book, in a separate col-
li inn, all stocks of merchandise kept for
sale by merchants, as designated by the
above"naraed amendments to section JU
of the Code.

Sec. 5. That every merchant doing bus-
iness in this State shall render to the As
sessor on or before the second Monday of
February in each year, a written state-
ment under oath, showing the true value
in money of the largest amount of goods,
w ares and merchandise held on hand by
hint for sale at any one time during each
month of tlie preceding yVar in which he
was engaged in merchandising, anil the
agcregate of said sums divided by the
number of rdonths shall be entered by the
Assessor as the taxable stock of goods of
such merchant for the year.

Sec. 6. That the Assessor shall adminis-
ter to each merchant the following oath,
to be affixed to his statement, and signed
by him and certified in due form by the
Assessor, to-w- it: I, A. B., do solemnly
swear that the foregoins; statement is a
full and correct statement of the true val-
ue in money of the largest amount of
goods, wares" and merchandise on hand for
sale by , at the time therein specified,
so help me God."

Sec. 7. That the Assessor shall retnrn
all such sworn statements by him received
to the. County Court Clerk, with the as-
sessment books, and th Clerk shall tile
and preserve the same in his office.

Sec. 8. That if any merchant shall neg-
lect or fail to render to the Assessor the
said statement under oath, by the day
hereinbefore provided, it shall be the duly
of the Assessor to examine the stock of
such merchsnt, and value the same, using
th !swt evidences and information at-

tainable, and return the same with tftV

other assessments.
Hec. 9. That the term " nterchant," as

used in this act, includes every person
trading and dealing in goods, wares, mer-
chandise, jewelry, drugs or
medicines, whether the trading and deal-
ing lie done on land, or at any steamtsjat,
wharfboat or other craft, stationed or ply-
ing iu tbe waters of the State; provided.

Sec. la That the license b. ud of any
merchant or mercantile firm sbail be for-
feited by bis or their Itilure to renders
statement to the Assessor ss hereinbefore
required, or by rendering a false state-
ment as to the amount of goods on hand
at any time, or during any period, or by
failure to pay tbe taxes assessed at the
time and in the manner required by law;
and it shall be the duty of the State's At-
torney to Oriug suit In the proper eo.jrt
on any forfeited bond, to recover any de-
ficiency in the amount of either State or
county reveuues. or other damages accru-
ing by reason of the forfeitare.

Sec. 16. That any person eugagiug iu
business as a merchant, without giving
lind, and taking outlieense as hereinbe-
fore required, is guilty of a misdemeanor,
aud shall bo subject to prosecution fot
each day's violation of the Law; aud on
conviction shall be fined five hundred
dollars lie- the first oilense, aud one hun-
dred dollars for each subsequent offense.

It will be found
of interes-- . to all classes of readers, but
more especially to river men, to whose
careful erusai we recommend it.

FIRST, class or WOOD.

The managers of the Marine and Mari-
time Exposition will And it to their in-
terest to make wood (ship and boat tim-
ber) one of their most important special-
ties. We furnish the names of the most
suitable for said purposes, believing that
foreign dealers will Bead specimens, as
the demand in a few ye irs on our sea-coa- st

and rivers will be such as to war-
rant an economical examination of the
relative merits of all timber In use iu the
Old World and America. The following
timbers are used upon the Continent of
Europe and in tireat urttain, in tne con-

struction of vessels. Our timber (Ameri-
can) will be found in the sched-
ule. Let the Maritime Exposition
Commission offer premiums for the best
fifty cubic feet of axiy of the following
woods used, as follows:

Keel English oak. East India teak,
greenheart, American rock-el- Ameri-
can yellow pine, pitch pine, red pine.

Keelson English oak, teak, greenheart.
Floors, futtecks, bowlocks, stern frame,

ditto. Stern post, stem, waterways, hatch-cf- j
tubings, rails, main deck, poop ami fore-

castle, dead wood, upper and lower pieces,
outside plankings, in fact, the leading
parts of the wood work are of the woods
as above.

AND PROPER TIMES TO FELo IT.
With all oiks the best preserva-

tive is believed to tie dn- - attention to
the season of felling It (which should be
when the timber is most void of sap), and
careful weather-seasonin- g afterwards.
Let some practical woodman write a lucid
article on this important question. To
show the importance of glod timber in
ship building, we. give the procedure of
Breservinjj it in Calcutta. A composition
called "guli-gull,- " is used as follows:
Iron-fasten- ships or boats require a
protection from the chemical action of
the (topper shealhing. A coating of gull-gu- ll

is spread all over the bottom of the
vessel and then covered with wood
sheathing; another, but thinner layer, of
gull-gu- ll is then plaeed over those boards,
forming a bedding for the copper which
is fastened against the last coat. This,
and a substance composed of mustard oil

ilirae; fifty pouud of lime
te thirty of oil are generally used in the
East Indies, and is a thorough protection
against worms, which so often destroy
timber, especially on our waters.

roCUTH COAL.

FIFTH DOCKS.

There will be nothing more Important
belore fbe maratime commission than tffe
subject of Docks, as the day is not far dis-

tant when Memphis will be a ship and
boat yard. At Cork, Ireland, a dock

taking in a dozen large hotts,
cost three hum lied thousand dollars, gold.
A slip for two large vessels or boats cost
uveuiv thousand dollars, gold. At Glas-
gow a splendid dock cost thirty-fiv- e

thousand dollars, gold. Let able articles
bo written on the relative value of docks
and slips. To exhibit the importance of
these docks, let the readers of the Ap-

peal note the Graving Docks of the
Messrs. White at Cowes, and those of the
Southampton Dock Company. We detail
the latter: Ono hundred and seventy-fiv- e

acres. The first, or tidal, comprises six-
teen acres water area. It has a depth of
eighteen feet low water springs; the av-
erage rise of the tide is thirteen feet; its
quay frontage extends to 33U0 feet. The
second, or close dock, (the first of a scries
hatnnnWl tooofjaaJaa. three others of still
larger dimensions) ountaius a water
area of ten acres, vi:h an average
permanent depth of 23 feat water. In tbe
open docks at u shears tested to the weight
of M tons for Bbiftiug machinery. At-
tached to the wot docks are extra large
graving or dry docks, as follows:
1 4S0 feet long. 80 feet gale, 2i feet depth.
2 344 " " 06 " " 18 "
3 " " 51 " " 13 "

The depth is over the blocks. We are
pajlicuiar in these details, as we believe
there is no one eotorprise that will serve
to advance tho material interests of Mem-
phis greater than the permanent establish-
ment of a ciiiipiele system of dock. The
elty of Memphis can afford, st this mo-
ment, as poor as she is, to give her present
dock company a hundred acres on her
northern front, if they will develop that
Interest to a positioij 'commensurate with
the importance of Meuiphia, as a port at
the head of navigation on our inland sea,
the Mississippi. At this period, when
boats snd vessels find time to go on dock,
there Is no place below Memphis exempt

om malaria and epidemic. Above us
they a bound in by sand. We can as-

sure the readers taa Appeal interested
in this most vital subjevt ol all matters
potent to the growth of the Mississippi
Vallev Giant, that it will not be ten years
ere al boats that ply the " Father of Wa-

ters " and his tributaries, will, when
wanting it, dock for repairs at Memphis;
and il!l coasters and New Orleans (homo
stejuien.' will be examined Uxin Mem-
phis docks.

Editor Appemli liiderthe head of " A

Big Speculation" an article appears in the
local columns of your paper of this morn-
ing, in which it iselaimed that Gov. Clay-
ton has lieen forced by Messrs. Fisher ,t
Co., of Boston, to issue the Statu aid
granted by the Legislature to the Little
Rock and Fort Smith Railroad, and that
he (Clayton i succumbed to the urgings of
the Republican party of the State to fund
the State debt.

It is evident that the writerofthe arti-
cle has been misinformed iu regard to the
subject, and as I am somewhat familiar
with the action of tho Legislature of Ar-
kansas at its last session, and the subse-
quent action of Gov. Clayton under the
law, I desire to state rue facts through the
columns of your paper.

It is wed known that Arkansas is greatly
in need of railroad facilities, not having
over fifty miles of finished, reliable rail-
road in the State. To obviate this great
need by encouraging tbe construction of
railroads in different parts of the State,
the Legislature passed a railroad aid law
(just what Tenuessee and many other
States have done through Democratic as
well as Republican Legislatures), giving
to a certain class of roads 910,0UU, and to
others Jlo.OOO per mile ovr a loan. To
render the bonds of the State available to
the companies receiving them, and as an
act of justice to the creditors of the Stale,
it was deemed advisablo to findoM indebt-
edness, and an act was passed accordingly.
It was made the duty of Gov. Clayton to
issue the " Funding Bonds," and a'lso, as-

sisted by two Commissioners, to award
the aid to such roads as iu the opinion of
the Board of Commissioners had complied
with the requirements of the law. Tho
award of $10,1)00 per mile was made to the
Fort Smith road long before Fisher &
Company, or any other company became
the purchasers of the road. There, then,
falls to the grouniUthe assertion that "one
in possession of the charter and franchises
of the road, Fisher A Co., procured from
the Governor the issuance of the State
aid," etc.

The funding of the State debt was a
plain duty, which the Governor had no
right to evade, and a very necessary step
before the railroad aid would be of any
value, either to tho Fort Smith road or
the Memphis and Little Rck railroad,
and one in which Memphis has a deep in-

terest.
If the object of the parties purchasing

the Fort Smith road, and now negotiating
for the purchase of a controlling interest
in the Memphis and Little Rock road is to
make them the lniual nt a thirty-nlt- n

parallel road to the Pacific," they are but
carrying out the views urged with geeat
vigor hy the Appeal some time since, and

now. "If the whole power of the
uresent Republican maioritv in Con

Celerity of movement saves Interest on
capital invested, snd tho sum lost in in-
terest by tho ocoau and river route, de-
ducted from railway charges, makes these
as small as freight bills which a cottou
bale must pay when sent to New York by
water. In fact, tho three competing di-
rect freight lines between Memphis and
Now York, the Mississippi and Ohio riv-
ers, the Mempiiia and Louisville, and
Memphis and Charleston roads rednce
freight charges to a minimum, and thus
attract cotton to this city from an area of
country which is constantly and rapidly
enlarged. Another fact is' discussed by
the Secretary of the Chamber which ex-

cites no little interest. The whole system
of trade of this city, like modes of life and
industry in tbe interior, undergoes a thor-
ough transformation. The goods, wares
anu merchandise imported this year is
double in value, apd our trade with mer- -
chants of the tnterior is certainly double
The number of oountrv merchants is
much greater than before the war, and
these, instead of planters, now buy at
wholesale.
